| baked arms. The principal sport 
| was shark fishing, and some great 
|specimens were hoisted aboard and 
| killed. No liberty was granted here. 
| After a short stay here we sailed for 
| Balboa, arriving there on the 20th. 
| Liberty was granted to all hands 
and many interesting sights were to 
ibe seen, one being the ruins of old 
Panama City. We had a very pleas- 
ant stay here, due to the royal treat- 
;}mMent of the American people resid- 
| ing here, and the Y. M. C. A, Many 
|souvenirs were collected and all 
|hands mailed censored letters and 
cards to their folks at home. 

The ship was drydocked for re- 
pairs and painting and on the 20th 
of May we entered the west entrance 
of the big ditch better known as the 
Panama canal, being towed by six 
electric mules. Many wonderful 
sights were to be seen as we passed 
through the great locks and gates 
as the ship was gradually lifted over 
the Continental Divide and again 
lowered to the Atlantic side. After 
an uneventful trip we went along- 
side the modern coaling docks at 
Colon, where the coal fairly poured 
aboard in great streams. We coal- 
ed through the night, finishing about 
5 p. m., and put to sea. Again no 
one knew our destination and for 
20 long days we sighted only one 
uninhabited island. We finally ar- 
rived, after a smooth voyage, in Ba- 
hia, Brazil, where after salutes were 
fired most of the crew went ashore 
to see the sights and get initiated 
into the uses of milreses, etc., for 
money. We took on board a lighted 
load of coal and left for Rio De 
Janerio, Brazil, arriving there on 
the 22nd. Salutes were fired and 
official calls were extended with the 
admiral and a most stirring welcome 
was given to the fleet. We were 
escorted in by Brazilian battleships, 
destroyers and seaplanes, all being 
much smaller crafts than ours. Lib- 
erty was granted here, and all 
hands had a very pleasant stay. 

Among the Fourth of July func- 
tions was a great military parade in 
which sailors and marines of our 
ships, British, French and Brazilian 
ships took part. The Glacier (sup- 
ply ship) arrived here with lots of 
mail and we sailed for Montevideo, 
arriving the tenth of July. Again 
we received a hearty welcome and 
the people provided much amuse- 
ments for the men going on liberty. 
After a pleasant stay we sailed. for 
Buenos Aires, being convoyed up the 
La Plata river by Admiral Martin 
and a squadron of Argentine cruis- 
ers and destroyers. Upon our ar- 
rival we were given a hearty wel- 
come by the Argentines. “Phe whole 
docks and water ‘front was _ fairly 
lined with people to see the ships. 
During our stay we were berthed 
in the Darsona Norte (North Ba- 
sin) with several Argentine men-o’- 
war. Banquets, theatre parties, etc., 
were given to the men and free pas- 
sage on the street cars and_ sub- 
Ways Was given the men of our fleet 
and every man had a warm spot in 
his heart for the good Argentine 
people when we steamed away. On 
our way out we could see Monte- 
jvideo in the distance, but did not 
stop there. On our voyage outward 
we weathered a very severe pam- 
pero; arrived in Rio De Jeneiro 
August 6th, where we took on stores 
and coal and proceeded to Bahia, 
where with that as a base we were 
to cooperate with the U. S. S. South 
Dakota in a system of patrol. 

Approximately fifteen days at sea 
and fifteen days in port, alternating. 
We were supplied with coal from 
lighters which was delivered by reg- 
ular colliers running out of No-folk, 
Va. Thus the time was spent. The 
Pittsburgh and Pueblo operating out 
of Rio and the Frederick out of 
Bahia, cooperating with the British 
and French in patroling until Octo- 
ber first. We arrived in Rio when 
the American fleet was relieved by 
the Brazilian navy. 

As I am not allowed to tell about 
any of the rest of my trip, I wil 
have to close for this time. Hoping 
this finds everybody in the best of

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THE BLIND AND THE MUTILATED 


By Dr. ESTHER LOVEJOY 





N the years to come this war will prove a blessing to the 
blind. A new world is being evolved. Nature has at least 


perceptible to seeing men. 

The sightless learn to read very quickly by the Braille 
method. It is interesting to watch the face of a blind man 
as his fingers pass over the upraised dots of a Braille book 
and his mind perceives the mysteries recorded there for him. 
They have special stenographic machines and special print- 
ing presses. Books and magazines are translated into the 
written language of the sightless. 

Men blinded in battle are acquiring great skill in the 


textile arts, as moulders, and in other industries where a | 


highly developed sense of touch is essential to good work. 

The higher type of blind men have great personal 
charm. Their souls seem nearer the surface. They are pe- 
culiarly beloved people. and their clairvoyance makes them 
conscious of the kindness and affection with which they are 
regarded. Naturally they react to it. Perhaps that is why 
they usually seem so happy and cheerful. 

Unfortunately there are forms of mutilation which 
have the opposite effect. When a man knows that he is re- 
pulsive to every man, woman and child who looks upon him; 
when he shrinks from the reflection of his own disfigured 
face in the mirror, and shudders at the strange sound of his 
own voice, he wants to die. 

A great deal is being: done for these mutilated men. 
They are being refitted with arms and legs. Plastic surgery 
is doing its part, too, in the way of restoring palates, teeth 
and facial contour, and the American Red Cross in Paris is 
attempting to make life more livable for them by providing 
masks which restore their original features. They will be 
useful members of society, but the,soul of man craves more 
than service. Life and liberty are precious possessions, but 
the pursuit of happiness is the dearest right of man. Weare 
all alike. We want to go through life with the sweet illusion
